Reasons for allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to method and system for managing software 
conflicts, more specifically conflicts identified before software applications are 
introduced to computer system, determining changes made to the files, and other 
shared resources during installation, processing the change information to determine 
which files and shared resources conflict with one another to obtain conflict information. 

The newly cited art Yien, Richard et al. published on 22 October 1998 is directed 
to registry management system, more specifically configuration management system 
that manages configuration settings and representations thereof for computers in a 
network. The configuration settings can be extracted from individual computer 
configurations, and configuration integrity is maintained and managed by determining 
differences in configuration settings and resolving such differences by accessing the 
computers directly using remote network access functions [see Abstract, page 5, 
line 2-14] 



The newly cited art published on 24 October 2001, by Snow, Paul Alan, EP 
1 148417 A2 is directed to detecting and repairing damaged portions of a computer 
system, more specifically compares changes to the set of constraints defined by the 
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working definitions for each application installed on the computer system [see Abstract, 
fig 6]
